When the mall carrier 


delivers mall In the box he lifts the 
top cover and places the mall on the 
Inside cover. 
When the top cover 


Is lowered the Inside cnver' allows 
the mall to drop down Into the box 
and cannot be gotten at until the box 
Is unlocked. 


When the top cover Is lifted n two 


Inch white disk Is hoisted nt one cor- 
ner of the box. showing that there Is 
mall In the box.

der side of the top cover holds any 
mail that may be ready for the mall 
carrier to collect. 
When mall Is left 


for the carrier to collect a brown disk

THE LARGE CITIES 


Workmen Receive Small Pay in Coun- 


try Towns—Cost of Living in 


Cities is Higher, However. 


The state labor commissioner 
Is 


l.eglnning to receive replies to 
the 


individual wage-earner's 
statement 


»cnt out Home time ago showing that 
men In tlie- small cities of the state- 
who are not working at trades which 
are thoroughly organized Into unions 
receive wages almost as low as are 
paid to European workmen. 
Their 


wages are much lower than those 
1-alcl to men In the same town work 
ing at a trade which IB generally or 
ionized Into unions. 


The printers throughout the state 


i:re well organized, and, although the 
vages received In the small cities o 
the state are shown to be much lowe: 
than those paid In the city, there Is 
no glaring discrepancy which can no 
lie accounted for In the reduced cos 
of living In the smaller town. 


Machinists, however, are 
poorlj 


organized In the state. 
In the -large 


cities, where there Is plenty of work 
the lack of organization la not evl 
dent In the wages paid, as shown by 
the statements received by the labor 
department. 


The men In the cities all say that 


employment Is easy to get and.wages 
are higher than for many years. Man} 
reports are received from small towns 
however, sent In by men who claln 
to be machinists, and report 
their 


weekly wage to be from $7 to $9 per 
week. 
The men In the same lines 


iii the c-ltles are receiving three or 
four times that amount. 


The same thing Is true of 
men 


working at other trades not general 
ly organized Into unions. Although 
the union men fare better In smaller 
towns than -unorganized trades, nev- 
ertheless, the small town, the report 
iihows, are a poor place for 
wage- 


t-arners, so far as the wage received 
is concerned. 
The Investigation of

Tin- Rev. Sam Jones, noted for or- 


icinallty, yet posessslng a good stock 
of common sense, recently expressed 
his opinion on trusts anil combines. 
While so much Is being said and writ- 
Ten just now about these two "great 
evils." It Is refreshing to have the 
iither side of the case represented by 
un able exponent. 
.Air. Jones said in 


I'art: 


"The large trusts and combinations 


tlready formed, and being formed, by 
fcCSregatlon of capital, are considered 
hurtful to the masses and the common 
people. This is a theory. Theoretl- 
i-aly a thing mny be so. and practi- 
cally it may be very untrue. When 
we speak of trusts and combines we 
think of the Standard Oil Trust, the 
liiigar trust, the tobacco trust, etc. 
When the Standard Oil trusts was 
lormed 1 was paying, forty cents a 
gallon for kerosense oil; I am getting 
jt now for ten cents a gallon. I was 
paying twelve and one-half cents for 
hiigar several years ago, but when 
the combines set In we got It at live 
and one-quarter. When the whiskey 
trust was organized I was In hopes 
it would put up the price where the 
1-oor devils couldn't get It. but they 
teemed to cheapen • that down 
to 


where they can pay the government 
51.10 a gallon revenue on it and yet 
tell It for $1.1:7 1-2. which 
demon- 


strates that they are making it nnd 
letting the public have It at about 


. seventeen and one-half cents a gal- 


lon. 


"There Is no doubt the aggregation 


of wealth, with brains controlling It, 
can manufacture any article cheaper 
than It Is or has been maiiiiafctured 
on a small scale. The great railroad 
combinations, many think, will eat us 
up blood rare. Occasionally I get on 
a Hub? jerk-water road that Is not In 
the combination and I want to double 
my accident policies and be satisfied 
with n 15-mile-nn-hour gait and con 
frole myself that I can ride all day for 
a dollar, but when I get on the Penn- 
sylvania or Vanderbllt 
system 
of 


roads, with their schedules forty miles 
un hour, vestibule trains, with parlor 
iars, Bleeping ears, dining cars, I have 
u hott'l on wheels carrying me 
to 


ward my destination and all this for 
about',two cents a mile. Give me the 
road that Is In the combine1 to carry 
me where I am going. 


"Public sentiment Is the .safeguard 


~hlch! Is thrown arounO all aggrega- 
tions of wealth and all combinations 
of Interest, The Standard Oil. 
the 


railroad combinations, 
the • sugar 


trust, are as sensative to public senti- 
ment las the snow bank to the rays 
of thoj sun. Trusts and combines will 
not hurt the public, but stockholders 
end bind holders may suffer later on. 
when-these great bulky Institutions 
become unwieldy and fall with their 
own weight." 


The' sentiment expressed 
by Mr. 


Jones, will be endorsed by fair mind- 
ed thinking people. The age Is pro- 
gressive and while many modern In- 
ventions and discoveries prove, for 
the time, a hardship to a limited class 
of artisans, the great mass of humani- 
ty is bettered and there is no dlspo- 
Mtlon towards a retrograde 
move-( 


ment. These discoveries are not all 
confined to the world of 
art and! 


ccience, but the commercial world, ev- 
er alert. Is always ready to adopt new 
methods and explore untested fields.) 
Ilie Rockefellers discovered 
nianyi 


vears ago. that an unlimited supply] 
of oil was lying dormant, waiting for 
intelligent energy and capital to pro- 
duce It at prices that would make 
It popular with the masses. Money 
nnd brain's were freely invested and 
the Standard Oil company maligned I 
:noro than any company that has ev- 
er existed because successful, produc- 
ed and placed It on the market within 
the reach of everybody.

Prices advance beyond legitimate

with any commodity, prices weaken, 
r,nd 
no combination has yet been dis- 


covered that is strong enough to pre- 
vent a'decline In price. This Is Just 
;<s true of labor. 
When times 
are 


eood and labor In active demand, wa- 
£cs correspond, but when times are 
Jepressed, no combination can pre- 
vent decline. 


The common law of business Is the 


survival of the fittest. It may seem 
hard and unjust and yet In the march 
ot progress It Is only law that gov- 
erns. The merchant expects to meet 
competition. 
He understands 
very 


•well that there Is neither friendship 
.:ior sentiment In trade. His best cus- 
tomers will cross the street to save 
n nlckle. and he recognizes the fact 
that he has no right to complain, so 
he devotes his energies to holding 
and Increasing trade, not by an ap- 
peal for support, but by bargains in 
quality and prices. If he can't win 
on these lines, he retires from the 
Held and Is never missed. 


Many middle men, both In business 


and manufacturing, have been driven. 


irom the Held, because 
of changed 


conditions. The 
manufacturer 
at- 


tempts to meet the consumer direct 
and In many cases he does It to the 
extent that the middle man Is crowd- 
..<! out. There Is no law that can reg- 
ulate, and popular sentiment docs not 
demand regulation. 


"PERSONAL LIBERTY" 


A good deal of nonsense

— about "personal liberty." The

fort Is being put forth to alarm the 
German-Americans especially,

Cierman born citizens, however, must 
have only contempt for these attempts 
to "work" them for purely political 
purposes.

Without going 
Into the question of whether or not 
Ms majesty was justified 
In these 


(irastlc proceedings, we wish to point 
out the fnct that nothing of the kind 
Is ever attempted In this country on 
the part of any government official — 
federal, state or local, as Indeed It 
would not be tolerated. 
Here every 


citizen Is privileged to do as he likes, 
so long as he does not infringe upon 
the rights of his neighbor. 
He may 


even make a fool 
of himself with 


Impunity. If that be his Inclination. 
by espousing this, that or the other 
absurblsm — political, social or rellg- 
ous. 


Moreover the foregoing Instances 


afford only tame examples of the limi- 
tations that are 
placed 
upon the 


exercise' of private judgment and of 
personal llerty In Germany. For In- 
stance. the freedom of the press Is 
considerably circumscribed there, es 
puclally regarding Its urltlclmns of 
l.igh public olllclals and the course 
or policy of government. Ou the oth 
er hand, liere 'unlimited latitude IH 
allowed. It would therefore 
seem 


that our German-born cltlens constl 
tuto an element of our population the 
loast likely of any to bo Inlliieneed by 
the Insensate alarms that are sound- 
ed every little while regarding tin;

ty of citizens by the candidacy for 
ur the election of any person to any 
public office.
